Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant argues that the prior does not teach "a conversion circuit that is configured to convert the differential 
intermediate signal into a digital temperature signal that is associated with a remote temperature" as cited in claim 1; 
the prior does not teach "means for converting the differential intermediate signal into a temperature signal that is 
related to a temperature of a remote device such that the temperature of remote device is calculated based on a 
voltage difference between two pn junctions" as cited in claim 20; the prior does not teach " remote temperature is 
calculated based on a voltage difference between the two pn junctions in the dual junction temperature sensor" as 
cited in claim 21 ; and the prior does not teach "the multiplexer circuit is a two-by-two multiplexer circuit" as cited in 
claim 23 .
